Investigation of the slaying of 
Charles. Dorsey, chauffeur for the 
Bryant Taxicab company, who was 
found shot through the head in his 
car Tuesday morning, was given 
a new turn yesterday afternoon, 
when the operatives of the solic- 
itor general’s force began an inde- 


investigation had failed to reveal 
anything at a brief inquest held 
by Coroner Paul Donehoo during 
the morning. 

Pp. L. “Slim” Haslett, driver for 
the Carson Taxicab company, who 
was arrested Tuesday along with 
Claudie Bell and Alberta Scott, two 
girls who admitted that they had 
been out on a wild party in an au- 
tomobile that culminated in a free- 
for-allfight, was brought before 
Solicitor General Boykin and grilled 
by him for several hours. 

It is understood, however, that 
he didn’t change his original story 
that he was driving his car on the 
other side of Fulton county, while 
Dorsey was being slain on South 
Aoulevard, near the federal prison. 

Another New Twist. 

Another new twist was given the 
inquiry in the afternoon when 
John Highsmith, attorney for the 
two girls who are being held on 
suspicion at police station, applied 
for a writ of habeas corpus for 
them. The writ was made return- 
able at 8:45 o’clock Friday morning, 
before Judge John D. Humphries, of 
the superior court, but the hearing 
will not be necesSSary since the girls 
were released last night on $500 
bonds. 

Evidence adduced before the cor- 
oner’s inquest did little towards 
clarifying the mystery. In fact, it 
largely tended toward deepening it.

Haslett and the two girls both 
testified at the inquest. They told 
practically the same story and told 
it in a straightforward way that 
caused the detectives to doubt seri- 
ously their implication in the slay- 
ing. 

Story Told Jury. « 

According to this story Haslett 
picked up the girls and their com- 


panions, who were named as Harry 
Stevens and Bill Thompson, at Trin- 
ity avemue and Forsyth’street about 
2 o'clock Tuesday morging. The 


] whole party had evidently been in- 


dulging freely in corn whisky, it 
was stated. 

On their order he drove them 
through West End out the Cascade 
road. The car was halted for fur- 
ther liquid refreshment, and a bit 
later the girls got in a wordy argu- 
ment that developed into a physical 
combat. During this engagement, 
Haslett said he was attempting to 
act as peacemaker when he was 
struck with a blackjack by one of 
the male. occupants of his car. 

Despite this unpleasantness he 
drove the party back to Atlanta, ar- 
riving at his stand about 8 o'clock, 
when he made the remark that he 
had been “on a wild party in which 
there was the hell of a fight,” which 
led to his arrest. 

Support .was given his story by 
a number of persons, who had seen 
Dorsey's car on South Boulevard 
as early as 7:40 o’clock Monday 
night, while Haslett is declared to 
have left his stationyat a later hour.

Washington, March 2.—John Skel- 
ton Williams retired tonight as 
comptroller of the currency. In &ac- 
cepting his resignation “with deep 
and genuine reluctance,” President 
Wilson wrote Mr. Willaims that he 
had been done a “gross injustice” 
by the way in which the senate 
banking committee had handled the 
question of his reconfirmation. 

“IT can only believe, however,” 
said the president, “that time will 
disclose the injustice to everybody 
and that the right verdict will be 
rendered by opinion, if not by one 
of the houses of congress. 

“IT have had the pleasure upon 
more than one occasion of express- 
ing to you the approval not only of 
myself, but the admiration with 
which I have followed the admin- 
istration of your office. You can 
carry away with you into private 
life the satisfatcion of having per- 
formed the duties of comptroller of 
the currency in a way which has 
redounded not only to the credit of 
this administration, but to the ma; 
terial benefit of the financial] in- 
terests of the country.” 

Scores Congress Critics, 

The president was writing in re- 
Ply to a letter from Mr. Williams 
on February 28 tendering his res- 
ignation, effective tonight, and in 
which he took a parting shot at 
some of his critics in congress. The 
retiring comptroller charged that 
“certain senators” who had the 
power to bring his nomination be- 
fore the senate had “dodged and 
evaded ignominously.” 

Mr. Williams also wrote that 
since “the expressed opposition” to

Badly Improvements and 
Enlargements Outlined 


by Departments. 


REPORTS, PROVE BOOST 
FOR BOND MOVEMENT 


Great Enthusiasm Shown 
at Gatherings Held in In- 
terest of Issue During 
Wednesday. 


Special committees composed of 
expert engineers of the Affiliated 
Technical societies appointed to in- 
vestigate the separate items of the 
proposed bond issue, rendered their 
reports last night at a meeting of 
the organization held at the cham- 
ber of commerce, and indorsed and 
substantiated in virtually every 
detail the programs of enlargement 
and improvement which have been 
outlined by the departments direct- 
ly affected by the bond issue. 

The report of these experts and 
the enthusiasm and promise mani- 
fested at the community meetings 
in various wards, marked Wednes- 
day as one of the most favorable 
days in the progress of the bond 
campaign. 

P. Thornton Marye was chairman 
of the Societies’ committee on 
school investigation; P. H. Norcross 


was chairman of the committee on | 


sewers; H. E. Bussey was chairman 

on waterworks, and W. C€. Spiker 

headed the viaduct committee. 
Report on Schools. 

The school committee, after care- 
fully considering the conditions of 
the present school system, declared 
in its report that “we are firmly 
convinced that the board of educa- 
tion has not overestimated the ur- 
gent needs of the additional build- 
ings and facilities outlined in their 
program. The estimate given us 
of the cost of construction required 
to take care of the five-year in- 


crease in the schools, is ultra-con- ‘ 


servative, and we find that the cost 
of an adequate program of -con- 


struction will greatly exceed $4,- 


000,000.” 

The waterworks committee made 
an inspection of the pumping sta- 
tions, the filter plant, raw_water 
reservoirs, coagulating “basins, 
clear water basins ahd other fea- 
tures of the water system, and also 
in the study of the situation had 
access to the data which has been 
Drepared following a survey of 
months duration by Paul Norcross, 
consulting engineer of the water 
board, and W. Zode Smith, mana- 
ger of the waterworks. 

Plans of improvement and expen- 
diture proposed in this survey were 
declared in the belief of the com- 
mittee to have been made on a 
sound engineering basis, and must 
be carried out if Atlanta is to 
maintain a water supply of ade- 
quate quality and quantity. 

Irreducible Minimum. 

Relative to the planned expendi- 
ture of $1,250,000 for improvement 
and extension of the sewer system, 
the special committee named to in- 
vestigate this phase of the bond is- 
sue, asserted that “we are impressed 
with the fact that the total amount 
of bonds to be provided ig the 
irreducible minimum necessary to 
provide relief for the insanitary, 
unsightly and menacing conditions 
existing in Atlanta’s drainage sys- 
tem,” 

As an illustration, the report 
showed a personal visit of the com- 
mittee to the Peachtree disposal 
plant, where it was discovered that 
the plant receives approximately 
12,500,000 gallons of sewage daily, 
but has only sufficient filter bed 


‘area for about half of this amount 


of sewage. “This“means,” said the 
report, “that the remaining 50 per 
cent is discharged directly from 
the Imhoff tanks into a tributary 
of Peachtree creek, without oxida- 
tion in filters.” 

Building of the Spring street 
bridge was recommended by the 
viaduct committee, subject only to 
additional study of location. “As 


to the advisability “of building an 
additional viaduct connecting the 
north and south sides there can be 
no cose. its members agreed.

This action, taken despite the 
court order comes as an advance 
decision by many of the employees 
prior to a meéting here today of 
the tnternational representatives 
of the sixteen standard railroad » 
unions involyed in the wage cut 
order for A., B. & A. railroad by 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the Unit- 
ed States district court. It also 
repudiated the action of W. M. 
Martin, of the locomotive engineers, 
who accepted the cut Tuesday un- 
der protest. 


Jurisdiction Undecided. 

The decision of the Fitzgerald 
men in definitely instructing their 
representatives to refuse to accept 
the cut in wages unless such an 
order shoulg be issued by the fed- 
eral wacg board, which, they 
Claim, ha# jurisdiction stil] over 
the matter, ig looked upon as an 
effort on the part of the unions to 
force a decision between the two 
tribunals, the federal wage board 
and the federal district court, upon 
the question ef jurisdiction.

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LEFT TO HARDING 
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League Council Invites 
United States to Join Dis- 
cussion Over Oil Region 
and Pestpones Awards.

Washington, March 2.—With the 
arrival here of notes from the coun- 
cil of the league of nations and 
Great Britain, replying to American 
protests, it was stated by Norman 
Davis, under-secretary of state, that 
the disputes over the Island of Yap 
and the Mesopotamian oil fields are 
now matters for the new adminis- 
tration to handle. It appears, 
therefore, that the present adminis- 


tration has played its last definite 
card in international affairs. 

“We have taken steps to protect 
the position of the United States 
government, and the matters are 
now in a position for the new ad- 
ministration to deal with effective- 
ly in any manner it sees fit,” said 
Davis. 

‘President Harding and Secretary 
of State Hughes, it is known, will 
uphold the position of the retiring 
administration in both’ instances 
when they.take office. There will 
be no’ important change in Ameri- 
ean policy as regards either Yap 
or Mesopotamia. 

Conciliatory Reply. 

The reply of the council to the 
American. protest on mandates is 
concilatory in tone, and is regarded 
as. a virtual recognition of Ameri- 
can contentions. 

The council, directly or by infer- 
ence, does these things: 

Admits the validity of-.the Amer- 
ican contention that “approval of 
the United States is essential to 
the validity of any determination 
which may be reached” on the 
award of mandates. 

Invites American participation in 
discussions about the British man- 
date over Mesopotamia, and agrees 
not to reach a final decision on 
it or other mandates until Ameri- 
can views are presented. 

Disclaims responsibility for giv- 
ing Japan a mandate over the Island 
of Yap, and blames the supreme 
council for the misunderstanding 
that has arisen. 

Declines to Comment. 

Davis declined to comment on 
the British reply to the Amerfcan 
note protesting the. exclusion of 
Americans from participating in 
the exploitation of the oil resources 
of Mesopotamia. This note Was re- 
ceived at the same time as the one 
from the league. It will be made 
public later, 

The league note informs this gov- 
ernment decision already had been 
reached to postpone consideration 
of the mandate over Mesopotamia, 
and others of the same class, 

“No conclusions will, therefore, 
be reached with regard to “A” 
mandates (former Turkish posses- 
sions) until the United States gov- 
ernment has had an opportunity 
to express its views,” said the note.

understanding would seem to be be- 
tween the principal allied powers 
rather than between the United 
States and the league. However, in 
view of the American contention, 
the council of the league has has- 
tened to forward the American note 
to’ the governments of France, 
Great Britain, Italy and Japan.

Admiral Benson told the dele- 
zates he favored the Jones shippia 
act cf 1920 as it would enable beh 
the government and private ship- 
ping concerns to operate without 
fear of their driving each other out 
of business. Matthew Hale, presi- 
dent of the South Atlantic Maritime 
corpcration, and Dr. L. S. Rowe, di- 
rector of the Pan-American union, 
also urged bettering of trade cong 
ditions with South America.

‘Idol of Congress Dies, After 


Being Member of House 
Twenty-Six Years.

Washington, March ?.—Death has 
reached out and claimed Champ 
Clark, veteran d2mocratic leader 
and idol of congress, on the eve of 
his own and his party’s passing 
from power. 

Several days ago Willlam,F. Mc- 
Combs died.after a long illness in 
New York.

Clark, who succumbed Wednesday 
afternoon after a futile struggle 
with a complication ,of ills for six- 
teen days, was spared the bitter- 
ness, in a life unique for its po- 
litical blessings and adversities, of 
attending the ceremonies marking 
the end of an administration which 
eight and one-half years ago it 
seemed likely he himself would lead. 

Passing of Idol. 

His death not only marks the 
passing of one of the most piétur- 
esque and best loved figures in con- 
gress, but it strikingly adds to the 
misfortunes which have béfallen 
those who in 1912 re-established the 
democratic party in power. \ 

. Billy” McCombs, who’ “made 
Woodrow Wilson,” came out of the 
Baltimore convention with a pDo- 
litical luster that shone into ev- 
ery nook and cranny of democracy. 
He died last week, bitterly disap-

Both houses of congress Saturday 
will pay respect to the dead leader 
in a.manner which has been dupli- 
cated only a few times in the his- 
tory of the _ nation’s lawmaking 
body. Tentative arrangements for 
the funeral provide for services at 
10:30 o’clock Saturday morning in 
the house chambDer. Before the 
services the body will lie in state 
in the halls in which Mr. Clark 
fought for the right as he saw it. 
Not since 1914, when services were 
held for the late Sereno E. Payne, 
for more than thirty years a repre- 
sentative from New York, has the 
house chamber been used for such a 
purpose. 

Immedidately after the funeral 
services a special funeral train 
bearing the body, members of the 
Clark family, the sergeant-at-arms 
of the senate and the house, and the 
special house and senate commit- 
tees named to attend the final serv- 
ices, will start on’its way to the 
home state of the former speaker. 
Arriving in St. Louis about 4 p. m. 
Sunday. the body will be taken to 
a place yet to be designated and 
there lie in state. The next morn- 
ing the last lap of the long and 
final journey to Bowling Green will 
be made, ‘&nd in the midst of home 
scenes and surrounded by those he 
so long represented, Champ Clark 
will be laid to rest. 


Individual Tributes. 

Individual tributes to the mem- 
ory of Mr. Clark quickly followed 
announcement of his death. Re- 
publicans as well as his own party 
members joined in paying respect 
to him and Wednesday night a table 
at the hotel where he lived was 
covered with telegrams of sympa- 
thy to the family. 

The former speaker first was 
sent to congress in 1892 and after 
seryv.ng one term he was defeated 
for re-election. Two years later, 
however, he was again returned to 
congress @nd had served contin- 
uously since that time. He soon be- 
came 2 national figure and was 
chos.n speaker when the democrats 
vyained contro! of the house during 
the last year of President Taft's 
administration. 

Clark died as he had hoped to, a 
member of the lower branch of 
congress. And, as if still conduct- 
ing the procedure of the house as 
had been his wont for so 
years, he indicated, when he real- 
ized he was going to die, that he 
wished his colleagues to continue 
in session instead of adjourning in 
accordance with long custom at the 
death of a member. This wish,

“The need for bond ‘money and 
development of Atlanta has ceased 
to be a commercial need, its a heart 
need. ~. 

“We can put our money into it 
and fail, we can put our brains into 
it and fail, but we can not fail if 
we put our hearts into it.” Prof. 
Sutton made the keynote of his elo- 
quent address the need for co-oper- 
ation in the city and the fact that 
the bond campaign had proved that 
Atlanta can get this co-operation. 

He also plead the case of the 
city’s school system, saying that the 
schools were held back from phe- 
nomena] development only by the 
lack of facilities. He said that the

Report Made ° 
On Schools. 


Mr. A. M. Schoen, Chairman, Board of 
Consulting Engineers: In conformance with 
your letter of February 24, appointing a 
committee to study the plans and data in 
the department of schools, this committee 
called on and was cordially received by 
Professor W. F. Dykes, superintendent of 
schools, who placed at our disposal all 
available data in his department relating 
to the program and estimates of costs of, 
school buildings to be constructed out of 
the proposed $4,000,000 bond issue. 

Owing to lack of funds, no experts had 
been employed to assist in preparing the 
program on estimates. 

After carefully considering the conditions 
of the present school system as presented to 
us, we are firmly convinced that the board 
of education has not overestimeted the 
urgent needs of the additional buildings and 
facilities outlined in their prograni The 
estimate given us ef the cost of construc- 
tion required to take care of a five-year 
increase in the schools is ultra-conservative, 
and we find that the cost of an adequate 
program of construction will greatly exceed 
$4,000,000. 

We. recommend that before any contracts 
for construction are let a comprehensive ed- 
ucational, locational and architectural sur- 
vey be made and a definite program of 
construction be adopted and adhered to. 
Buildings shown by this program to be 
most urgently needed should be constructed 
first. -All buildings should be of fireproof 
construction, and should contain the most 
modern systems of heating, lighting and 
ventilation. They should be planned and 
their construction supervised hy competent 
and experienced architects and engineers. 
To secure efficiency and due economy in 
construction, all work should be let on a 
competitive contract basis. We indorse the 
issue of $4,000,000 bonds.

WATERWORKS STATEMENT 
Mr. A. M,. Schoen, Chairman, Board of Con- 
suiting Engineers, City of Atlanta. 

We, the undersigned committee ap- 
pointed by you for the purpose of making 
investigation of the city water works in 
connection fwith the proposed bond issue, 
respectfully submit the following report: 

Un March 1, 1021, the committee made 
an inspection of the pumping station, fil- 
ter plant, raw water reservoirs, coagu- 
lating basins, clear water basins and other 
features of the water system. We find 
that this system, which was built about 
thirty years ago, has not kept pace with 
the increase in population. Much of the 
machinery ig*worn out and obsolete. ‘The 
filter plant and clear water storage re- 
quire enlargement; the two pumping mains 
rom the river station up to the raw 
water reservoirs at Hemphill Station, have 
a total capacity of only about one-half the 
present required capacity, thus making an 
additional main 48 inches in diameter an 
absolute necessity. 

The method of handling coal and ashes 
at both the river and Hemphill pumping 
station by hand and wheelbarrow is very 
expensive, and must be supplanted by a 
better system, in order that increased econ- 
omies may be realized, 

This committee in the study of the situ- 
ation, has had access to data which has 
been the result of a great deal of study 
on the part of Messrs. Paul Norcross, con- 
sulting engineer of the city water board, 
and Mr. Zode Smith, manager of the At- 
lanta water works, The committee has 
spent its available time in the study of 
these data and a personal inspection of 
the proposed work and the existing water 
seyten, 


River Pumping Station. 


New intake needed. The present one is 
in a deplorable condition and in danger of 
destruction, due to undermining by Peach- 
tree creek. It is also iadequate to take 
care of the volume of water needed by the 
pumping station. Provision should be made 
for rough settling basin. At present there 
is no settling basin, and pumps and pipe 
lines are being subjected te unwarranted 
wear and tear due to pumping sand and 
mud; also the filter and coagulating basins 
are unduly. taxed to get rid of this. mud. Im- 
proved coal and ash handling machinery, 
also stokers, are needed at this station. 

The present pumping equipment is as 


follows: 
Two .10,000,000-gallon pumps installed 
years ago. Antiquated and 


about thirty 
good only for junk. 

One 28,000,000-gallon pump installed about 
fifteen years ago. In very bad condition, 
and in danger of shut-own, due to cracked 
frame, and not good for more than 12,000,- 
000 gallons, due to bad condition. 

One 10,000,000-gallon electrically driven 
pump installed about five years ago. In 
good mechanical condition, but capacity 
lowered somewhat on account of pumping 
mud and sand, 

One 28,000,000-gallon DeLaval  turbo- 
pump. 

‘The only really depegdable units in the 
pumping station are the 10,000,000-zallon 
electric and the 28,000,000-gallon Debkgaval 
pump, making a total capacity of 38,000%00 
gallons for 24 hours, As the present muox- 
imum rate of consumption is about 36,000,- 
000 gallons and the average 25,500,000, the 
need for standby reserve for at least 28, 
000,000 to 30,000,000 gallons of additional 
pumping capacity is apparent, particularly 


and the disposal plants, of the city of At- 
lanta, ‘and report as follows: 

The time available was too limited to 
permit extensive and detail analysis. We 
have. however, gone far enough to be con- 
vinced of the urgent necessity for 
work proposed. With the assistance of the 
oftice of the chief of construction, we have 
visited ctically all of the sites of ‘the 
proposed work and examined their maps, 
plans and estimates. 

; The work propose@jconsists of the follow- 
ng: 


i. The extension of trunk outfalls and 
the construction of intercepting, relief and 
lateral sewers in* various localities through- 
out the city. 

2. Additions to the Peachtree creek sew- 
age disposal plant, consisti principally of 
building of 2% acres of adidtional trickling 
iilter . 

Regarding the extension of the outfalls 
and construction of the different sewers, we 
desire to comment on the necessity for this 
work, A large portion of these projects 
consists of uncompleted gaps in the trunk 


branches and m channels, creating a se- 
rious menace’ to health and rendering cer- 
tain areas, within the city Hmits, abso- 
lutely unfit for habitation. This condi- 
tion constantly grows worse and demands 
relief. The extent of large areas t un- 
eewered, with their incidental su clos- 
ets, presents a horrible picture. 

A good illustration is found i he open 
sewer extending from: Ponce de Leon to An- 
gier avenve south of the ball park and 
running within 100 feet, or less, of resi- 
cences, including a children’s orphan home. 
This is not an isolated case, but a typi- 
ca! example of similar conditiong existing 
thronghout the city. 

With reference to the extension and en- 
largement of the sewage disposal works, 
your committee personally visited the 
Peachtree creek disposal plant. This plant 
receives approximately 12,500,000 gallons 
of sewage daily, but has only sufficient 
filter bed area for a@bout one-half of this 
amount of sewage. This means that the 
remaining 50 per cent is discharged directly 
from the Imhoff tanks into a tributary of 
Peachtree creek, without oxidation in filters. 
In order, therefore, to stop this excessive 
pollution, it = pee to double the ex- 
isting filter b area. This improvement 
is absolutely necessary. 

Due to the short time available, it was 
not possible to check designs for the work 
er make comprehensive analyses of cost es- 
timates, but we find that the general de- 
tails for the individual projects have ap- 
parently been carefully prepared and we 
assume that a full, comprehensive and detail 
study of designs will be made before any 
construction is started, in order to insure 
the work being carried out efficiently and 
economically. 

Conclusions, 

Based on this preliminary inspection and 
the data before us, we are impressed with 
the fact that the total amount of bonds to 
be provided is the irregadcible minimum 
necessary to provide reli¢f for the ineani- 
tary, unsightly and menacing condidtions 
existing in Atlanta’s drainage system. 

We, therefore, indorse the issue of bonds 
amounting to $1,250,000, and recommend 
that the city secure the services of disin- 
terested engineers to study and approve the 
details, plans and specifications, before un- 
dertaking construction. 

The proposed bond issue will provide 
funds for these improvements in every wanl 
in the city.

The 
stack is utterly inadequate, as it is entire- 
ly too small for the present capacity of the 
station, A new stack will be built. 

All of these changes will result in, firet— 
insuring safety of water supply both in 
quantity and quality for at lesat ten years; 
second, improved economics of operation, 
which are badly needea to prevent loss of 
money in operating costs. 

In addition to these » Many of 
the city mains require extension and en- 
largement. All of this work is included in 
the estimate for the use of the bond money. 

This committee, as previously stated, afs 
carefully reviewed the estimates made, and 
believes that they have been made on a 
sound engineering basis. In order to ac- 


‘curately check the estimates of the amount 


of money required to do the work, would 
have required accurate surveys which there 
was no time to make, From our experi- 
ence, however, we feel after inspection of 
the work, that the amounts estimated are 
not excessive and are adequate. We are 
further convinced from our investigation 
that work must be carried out if the city 
of Atlanta is to maintain a water supply 
of adequate quality and quantity. This 
committee, therefore, recommends: 

That bonds to the extent of $2,850,000 
be issued to cover this work, it being our 
understanding that theer is an addition 
available of %$400;000.00, resenting pre- 
vions appropriations and labor—the latter 
item to be furnished br the county.

The Georgia Railroad - commis- 
sion, as the board constituted by 
law to determine the justice and 
reasonableness of the rates charged 
by public utilities, sanctioned the 
increase after an exhaustive inves- 
tigation, in which all parties at in- 
terest were afforded the fullest 
facilities to submit facts, figures 
and arguments affecting the cost 
of production and supply or illus- 
trating the respective rights and 
obligations of the producers and 
the public. 

The paying public promptly exer- 
cised the time immemorial privi- 
lege of grumbling over a rate in- 
crease, which it+ has a _ perfect 
right to do, and just as it has to 
call. for remedial action. 

But impassioned orators . ha- 
wanguing ward meetings, have 
roundly denounced the commis- 
sioners as unworthy of public con- 
fidence, and have not hesitated,' 
under the stress of fervid elo- 
quence, to impugn their judgment 
and impeach the judges. 


acter and motives of those charged 
with the administration of the law 
can have no other effect than to 
encourage disrespect for the law 
itself, and thus undermine the very

The able Georgians who consti- 
tute the railroad commission have 
all . been requisitioned to perform 
the difficult duties of the office to 
which they have been elected by 
the votes of the people.

The railroad commissioners of 
Georgia have no sinecure. It is no 
easy task to continually arbitrate 
between public service corpora- 
tions and the public and grant to 
property the rights guaranteed by 
the constitution without alienating 
the applause of those who “pay the 
freight.” 

The public is entitled to rates as 
low as the law, fairness and condi- 
tions will jointly justify, and the 
orders of the commission are en- 
titled to popular support, even 
though the individual tax is in- 
creased thereby. 

Justice is sometimes expensive, 
but, as the keystone of civilization, 
it’s worth the price. 

Unless the commission shall de- 
part from a long career of usefiil- 
ness, as the pioneer board of pub- 
lic arbitration in the United States, 
it may be depended upon to restore 
all rates to a normal basis as soon 
as normal conditions shall justify 
such restoration, and this The Con- 
stitution will steadily keep before 
it, for attention. 

In the meantime, we are of the 
opinion that some of those who 
are indulging in personal diatribes 
against the commission are injur- 
ing the cause for which they 
speak.

[ HEALTH TALKS ] 


CLUB FOOT. 

Anyone with even a casual knowl- 
edge of embryology or the ante- 
natal development of the body can- 
not but marvel that such slight 
faults of development, or rather {in- 
terruptions of growth, as club ‘out, 
hare lip, and spina bifida occur so 
rarely. And one not wholly igno- 
rant of embryology can find only 
amusement in the superstitious ex- 
planations for such accidental oc- 
currences made by our irrepressjble 
commentator, the fishwife. Next to 
the finespun cies with which 
unenlightened mortals: attempt to 
account for their respiratory dis- 
eases, there is nothing jn the realm 
of etiology so absurd to a half-way 
intelligent “mind as the supersti- 
tion of marking. 

The curative treatment for club 
foot should begin when the chi:d 
is two weeks old, if the very best 
results are desired. 

Correction of the deformity is 
very simple in some cases, and very 
difficult in others, depending upon 
the amount of deformity or the 
lack of deyelopment. As a rule, even 
though practically perfect func- 
tional development is brought 
about by proper medical treatment, 
the size of the foot remains always 
a little less than normal, 

The best kind of treatment nas 
been found to be manual correction 
or overcorrection of the deformity 
and the application of suitable plas- 
ter of Paris bandages to hold the 
foot in the corrected posjtion for a 
time. This seance is repeated at 
regular intervals, a little being 
gained. each time, as the child 


grows, in the first year. Adhesive 
laster is also used with advanage 
in improving he position of the foot. 
Physicians most experienced in 
treating such conditions (orthope- 
dic surgeons) persjst until the foot 
is overcorrected to the degree of 
contact with the lower part of the 
leg, in which position it is retained 
for about six weeks before the re- 
tentive dressings are ‘djscontinued. 
After that the mother may carry cn 
the restorative treatment by daily 
manipulations of the foot under the 
Physician's direction. When the 
child begins to walk the outer bur- 
der of the shoe is rajsed one-fourth 
inch. In very few cases is it neces- 
Sary to restore to an anesthetic or 
incision: but in those cases it would 
be disastrous to avoid the necessary 
operation. 

As a general rule, club foot is 
treated more successfully without 
braces or splints of any kind, It is 
a mistake to imagine that a brace 
will correct a deformity. All a brace 
can. do is retain the member in a 
certain sition—which may or may 
not be helpful—it is wholly up to 
the physician in charge. Parents 
who put braces or supports of any 
kind whatsoever on children with 
a defect or deformity,. without the 
advice and constant supervision of 
a physician, make a dreadful] mis- 
take which is pretty rure to bring

| SAYS BANKS CAN 
SOLVE THE PROBLEM 
OF COTTON PRICES 


Editor Constitution: Much has 
been said but little of a construc- 
tive nature has been done to solve 


the south’s cotton problem. Is the 
Problem an insoluble one, or are 
present condition due largely to the 
indifference of our banking and 
business interests? It is a mistak- 
en idea, if it exists, to think that 
the farmer must work out his own 
salvation alone. Many of them are 
ignorant of the true situation and 
financially unable to help them- 
selves, 


Based upon the cost of production, 
even for the year 1921, cotton is 
relatively cheaper today than when 
it sold for 4 cents in the early 
nineties. Do our really big. men of 


finance and business as well as our 
press fully appreciate the gravity 
of the situation? If so, what con- 
certed action have they taken to 
better conditions? Because cotton 
once sold for 4 cents per pound 
are we going to sit idly by and 
See if the bears can drive it down 
to that point again? If 4 cents 
isn’t tha stopping point in the pres- 
ent decline, then what price between 
4 cents and the present price is 
the stopping point? The south as 
a whole can’t prosper with the 
farmer in bankruptcy. Isn’t it 
quite time, therefore, that the bank- 
ing and business interests were do- 
ing something to save themselves 
and call a halt on this senselsss 
slaughter of prices? 


The world needs a good portion 
of qur present supply of cotton 
and will pay a reasonable price for 
it provided the market can be sta- 


bilized. The market is being ma- 
nipulated largely by Liverpool. The 


English spinner is the shrewdest in: 


the game. What bother is it to 
him to shut his mills down for a 
few weeks if ;by doing so he can 
buy our cotton at his own price? 
As soon as cotton is givenaway we 
will -see his ills resume on full 
This game ig played on the 
south year after year and we 
haven’t sense enough to sée it. It 
is a notorious fact that the south 
always turns bearish at the bottom 
of tae decline and begins to un- 
load, 


We all know that the purchasing 
power of Europe is limited; that 
the finances of the world. are 


strained and that we have a large 
apparent supply of cotton. Never- 
theless, cotton is a world necessity 
and people will continue to wear 
clothes even though they may-not 
be able to wear as many as for- 
merly. When it is realized that 
we exported more than _ 6,500,000 
bales of cotton for the year ending 
August 1, last, and at the highest 
prices in history when paid for 
in the depreciated money of the 
purchasers and that the mills sold 
the goods made from that cotton 
at unconscionable profits, is there 
any good reason to believe that now 
that more than three pounds of cot- 
ton can be purchased by them for 
what one cost them last year that 
they will continue to refuse to 
buy? Since August 1 Germany has 
bought more of our cotton than 
she purchased the whole of last 
year. The mills are carrying very 
small stocks of cotton, and the 
whole world is short of both cot- 
ton contracts and cotton goods and 
the turning point in the situation 
must be near at hand. The mills 
are only waiting for the market 
to strike bottom before stocking 
up. They think the bottom will be 
struck when the banks call cotton 
loans and force the producers to 
give their cotton away. Forced 
sales is what the bear speculator 
and the mills are confidently count- 
ing on. They make no secret of 
their ‘axpectations. Are we power- 
less to prevent the catastrophe 
which would result from a whole- 
sale calling of cotton loans? 
There are two things needed to 
bring about a radical change for 
the better in the cotton market. 
First, a greatly reduced cotton acre- 
age this year, and second, the as- 
surance, publicly made by the banks 
that they will not call any cotton

What Banks Can Do. 

Recently it was announced from 
New York that subject to Wash- 
ington’s approval, 
leading bankers and sugar men 
had been formed to handle the pres- 
ent Cuban sugar crop, with a view 
to stabilizing the market. Boiled 
down, this simply means that the 
New York banks have come to the 
rescue of the Cuban sugar growers, 
for the most part large Wall street 
corporations, and that they do not 
intend that the sugar crop be dump- 
ed on the market at panic prices. 
The influence of this annoOuncement 
alone was instantameously favor- 
able. Both raw and refined sugar 
have advanced materially since the 
announcement was made, notwith- 
standing the fact that there Is a 
tremendous surplus of sugar. If 
the banks of New York can do that 
for the Cuban sugar growers, why 
can’t our banks get together and 
do something of a similar nature 
for the southern cotton grower? 
Sugar is now selling about 60 per 
cent higher than pre-war prices 
whereas the average grade of cot- 
ton now held in the south is sell- 
ing about 50 per cent under the 
price of June, 1914. Are the banks 
of this country more interested in 
the welfare of the Cubans than they 
are in the south? 7 

Without the assistance, direct or 
indirect (through the merchant) of 
some bank 90 per cent of our farm- 


ers will be unable to plant a crop 
this year. Isn't It practicable as 
well as ethical for our banks to 
do something to remedy the present 
critical situation? The banks are, 
probably,. our best organized insti- 
tution. They are a compact and

well organized institution. They 
have all the machinery necessary. 
for quick and concerted action. 
By Withholding credit they can con- 
trol the acreage. The banks thus 
far have stood by the farmer in a 
most creditable manner, and it is 
understood that many of them ara 
in sympathy with the acreage re- 
duction movement and are rendering‘ 
every assistance. What the situ- 
ation would seem to requir2, how- 
ever, is that the bankers’ associja- 
tions of each cotton-growing state 
take the matter up officially and 
give it the stamp of their approval 
and then individually and collective- 
ly see that it Is carried out. If 
the various bankers’ associations 
would not only adopt the acreage 
reduction resolution but would also 
resolve and publicly announce that 
in view of the small acreage to be 
Planted this year and the present 
low price for cotton they would not 
call any cotton loans until a fair 
Price was offered for the security, 
the probabilities are that we would 
immediately witness « material and 
sustained advance in the pries of 
cotton. This would Iimit the sup- 
Ply to the demand at a fair price. 
The public would then buy cotton 
as a speculative investment for the 
long pull. The writer is not a 
banker and henc: doés not know 
whether or not there are insur- 
mountable difficulties Involved in 
such a scheme, but we all know, or 
should know. that unless we are 
willing to see the south bankrupted 
something should be done, hence, 
if the plan suggested can be put 
through, isn’t it at least worth try- 
ing? 

The banking situation, taken as a 
whole, will not be-eased by forcing 
cotton on a stagnant market as sug: 
gested by a certain South Carolina 
as well as a Texas banker, whose 
statements to this effect have been 
given wide publicity. {t might ease 
some banks, but it would cause de- 
struction to many more. Such state- 
ments, coming from our southern 
bankers have had more to do with 
present market conditions than the 
temporary slack demand. e 
lack of demand, as a matter of fact, 
is due in large measure to the ex- 
pectation that what the quoted 
bankers said will actyally take 
place and that the mills will get 
cotton at any .old price. What Is 
the sense in our attempting to 
produce another normal crop of cot- 
ton when we know even before it is 
Planted that the present price is 
many cents below what it will cost 
us to produce it. Is the cotton 
producer going to be forced to sel? 
somathing for about one-third of 
what if cost to produce it? On top 
of this is he going to plant another 
normal crop when present prices 
are far below whA&t ft will cost him? 

The fate of the south is absolute- 
ly in the hands of the banks, coun- 
try merchants and the press. Th 
hour has struck when somethirg 
must be done. If we lose the fight 
now we have lost for many tyears 
to come. If we win now we have 
won our economic indspendence for 
all time: What shall the answer

Junior Chamber 


Of Commerce Plan 
Given Impetus 


A definite move toward the es- 
tablishment here of a junior cham- 
ber of commerce was begun Wed- 
nesday afternoon at a meeting of 
the committee on organization, ap- 
pointed by Lee Ashcraft, president 
of the senior chamber of Atlanta. 
The meeting was held in the cham- 
ber offices and was presided over 
by Henry Robinson, chairman. 

A committee of three, consisting 
of. Palmer Blackburn, chairman, 
Roy LeCraw and C. N. Walker, was 
apopinted to formulate constitution 
and by-laws, for presentation with- 
in the next few days to the organi- 
zation committee and later to the 
directors of the senior chamber and 
the junior organization. 

Plans under which more than 30 
junior chambers of commerce now 
operate in various cities of the Uni- 
ted States were outlined to the com- 
mittee Wednesday afternoon by 
Charles E. Robertson, secretary of 
the chamber of commerce, who ex- 
plained that the intended organi- 
zation was to give a channel of civ- 
ic activity for young men between 
the ages of 18 and 30; a need, he 
said, severely felt in Atlanta. 

Mr. Robertson told that the jun- 
ior chamber of commerce idea orig- 
inated in the belief that young men 
could best serve their cities in an 
organization of their own. The 
opinion of local chamber officials is 
that this is the best method of de- 
veloping leadership in the youth of 
the city which will be of invalua- 
ble aid to them and their town in 
later years as well as in the period 
of its development. 

It is planned to organize the jun- 
ior chamber so that it will be self- 
governing and to allow it co-opera- 
tion with the senior body by having 
the president of the junior organi- 
zation on the board of directors of 
the seniorachamber and a represen- 
tative of the older organization at- 
tend the sessions of the younger 
board. The junior organization, in 
its perfected state, will have a sec- 
retary who will devote all his time 
to the work of the body. 

The plan further intends that the 
junior chamber of commerce shall 
formulate its own program through 
a referendum system similar to that 
employed by the chamber of com- 
merce at present. The junior cham- 
ber of commerce would perform 
many functions alone and would co- 
operate with the older body on oth- 
er features of the city’s civic ad- 
vancement.

Theft of $15, 700 
Solved by Work 
Of Postal Clerk 


Calvin Hammock Confesses 
to Crime and Implicates 
W. D. Lewis. 


Through the work of a 19-year- 
old clerk employed in the depart- 
ment of postoffice inspectors, two 
arrests were made Wednesday 
morning in connection with the 
theft of $15,700 in securities from 
the mails in Atlanta last Novem- 
ber. The prisoners 
Hammock and W. D. Lewis, two for- 
mer postoffice distributing clerks. 
They will be given a preliminary 
hearing before United States Com- 
missioner W. C. Carter at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Following his arrest Wednesday 
morning, Hammock 
he had stolen the valuables, and 
implicated Lewis, to whom he 
claims he gave a portion of the 
loot for disposal. Lewis denies 
Hammock's statement. 

The lot consisted of $2,700 in 
Liberty bonds and $13,000 in other 
securities, and was a shipment from 
the Bank of Carnesville, Ga., con- 
signed to the Atlanta National bank. 
It was sent by ordinary first-class 
mail, and was not registered or iIn- 
sured. 
Only $500 Recovered. 

Only $500 of the loot has been 
recovered to date. A $500 Liberty 
bond was found in the street near 
the Bijou theater several weeks ago 
by an Atlanta vegetable peddler, 
who attempted to pawn it on Ds- 
catur street. The suspicious man- 
ner of the finder led to the seizure 
of the bond by postoffice inspectors. 

Hammock confessed to postoffice 
inspectors that he had stolen the 
securities. He claimed to have 
given part of the loot to Lewis 
several weeks ago, while Lewis was 
in the employ of an Oakland City 
laundry for disposal. After keeping 
the remainder of the securities for 
several days, he said, he became un- 
easy and tore them into fragments 
and thraw them into a garbage box 
near the old Bijou site. It was at 


the $500 bond, which Hammock 
had evidently dropped. 

Hammock claims to de only 17 
years of age, but appears older. 
When he entered the postal service 
at the age of 15, he said, he claimed 
to be 18, the minimum age permit- 
ted by civil service regulations, He 
is 6 feet 2 inches in beight. Lewis 
_ is 23 years old, and is slightly taller 
than Hammock. '

He will be visited tomorrow at 
his rooms by members of the Geor- 
gia delegation and on Friday at 
noon he will be sworn in by Vice 
President Coolidge as junior Uni- 
ted States senator from Georgia, 
succeeding Hoke Smith, the pres- 
ent senior senator. whose term of 
office expires tomorrow midnight.

With Mr. Watson thirty-one other 
senators will be sworn in, including 
elect and encumbent members. 

The swearing in of new’ term 
senators will follow immediately 
after the oath has been administer- 
ed to the new vice president and the 
latter hus been inducted into the 
chair. The names of senators-elect 
will then be called by the clerk of 
the senate, alphabetically by state. 
When. Georgia is reached the clerk 
will announce “Georgia, Thomas E. 

Senator Harris, at that 
moment, the senior senator from 
Georgia, will then arise, address 
the vice president and declare that 
“Mr. Watson is present and desires 
to take the oath.”.

In the light of public service history, that covers a century, it is certain 


‘that city governments and politicians are universally the enemies of utility 


companies, They have shown this a thousand times. ? 


The record of public service by private companies all over this ae. S 
is strewn with vicious attacks by demagogues. “Go get ’em” seems to be 
the slogan, the only guide, the single impulse of the politicians. The matter 
of investigating, weighing the evidence and reaching a conclusion as to the 
entitlements of the private companies never enters into the conduct of the 
politicians. 


This is as true of Atlanta as’ of Kalamazoo or Honolulu. Theres a 


* reason. 


It is manifest that politicians can see advantage to themselves only in 
attacking the private companies—never in defending them. Men who live 
upon the public votes often believe that their growth depends absolutely 
upon the energy they employ against the service industry. That's the reason 
for these attacks. 


The Georgia Railway and Power Company believes.that this universal 
practice of political assault is fairly well stated in the editorial presented 


below.

“A. charge persisted in without knowledge of facts is nothing short 
of slander. This, in essence, was what Abraham Lincoln said (60 years 
ago) in his Cooper Union speech in New York City. We may safely 
broaden this generalization to read: Persistent statements not based on in- 
vestigation of facts are tantamount to deliberate falsification. 


‘We concede that the average man is as yet very careless in his asser- 
tions, and that he sees nothing reprehensible in being wrong. But when be- 
ing wrong in an assertion works injury to someone, the asserter is morally 
but little above a common liar. 


“During the past few years when public utility owners and managers 
have been begging the public for relief from excessively low rates for serv- 
ices rendered, there have been numberless printed assertions by public offi- 
cials to the effect that existing rates were high enough to yield a fair return 
upon actual investments. Even where appraisals by reputable engineers and 
audits by accountants have belied such assertions, rarely have the asserters 
had the honesty to investigate the facts. Instead, their unusal practice has 
been to ignore all evidence and persist in their unprovable statements. 


“To such a pass has this form of immorality brought things: that sev- . 


eral state legislatuees are to be asked to rescind laws relating to state reg- 
ulation of public {utility rates. “When mayors and other public officials per- 
sist in telling thé public that street railways can profitably carry passengers 
at 5 and 6 cents, is it any wonder that many people have come to regard state 
utility commissions as being the tools of utility cOMmpanies? 


“In one state the governor has ousted all the utility commissioners, 
because they incurred the ill will of certain people on account of rate in- 
creases granted to public utilities. In another state one of the most fear- 
less and capable utility commissioners has resigned, apparently disgusted 
with the charges made not merely by some mayors but by some news- 
papers that the commission has done nothing but raise utility rates un- 
necessarily. If the engineering societies in such states were a few years 
in advance of their present development, probably the public would re- 
ceive authoritative expressions of engineering opinion that would contra- 
dict and perhaps silence the false statements of demagogic mayors. The 
time is certainly overripe for protests from associations of professional and 
business men against the baseless assertions and the selfish acts of politicians 
who are pandering to the worst side of human nature. The public would 
like to ride on street cars for a nickel. They would lke better to ride for 
nothing. Hence the public is not only willing to be convinced, but is half 
convinced before any one has spoken that the ‘predatory railway kings’ 
are robbing them. 
ness men and editors—is taken as evidence that the statements of the 
pandering politicians are true. 


“It will not do to excuse otirselves from the duty of ‘speaking and 
acting now. We have ‘passed the buck’ times without number, until a 
few more passing will find us all riding in the street cars as slowly and ex- 
pensively operated as the elevators in the typical city hall. America is face 
to face with municipal ownership of street car systems, of gas and electric 
plants. Steadily and with unrelenting pressure, the economic life of public 
utility companies is being squeezed out. State commissions and courts are 
frying to be just, but an ignorant public is constantly threatening them 
and doing all that it can to block tlfeir efforts. The ignorance of the 
public is mainly ascribable to the silence of the men who are most competent 
to speak not only with authority but with freedom from selfish motives— 
the professional engineers. 


‘Whether there is to be municipal ownership of all utilities or not, pro- 
fessional engineers will be employed. Many engineers think that their 
chances of securing adequate compensation are“better under public than 
under private administration. At all events there is so little to choose in 
that respect, that engineers as a_body cannot be charged with selfish mo- 
tives in advocating fair rates for” public utility corporation services and fair 
treatment of public utility commissions. 


“Apropos of the unsound attitude of most municipal officials relative to 
public utility rates, we quote from a recent address before the League of 
California Municipalities by W. E. Creed, president of the Pacific Gas and 
Klectric Co. | ;

“‘On the habit of jumping at canclusions without knowledge of the 
facts, I cite the official procedure when an application for increased rates is 


filed. 


“The city council meets. It forthwith passes a resolution and instructs 
the city attorney to oppose the application. The city attorney issues his 
public pronouncement, duly accompanied by photographs, saying: “I will 


“fight to the last ditch,” as he raises his eyes to heaven and prays to God to 


give him strength that justice may triumph and right prevail. 


“ “Never in all my experierice, and I have been in the public utility busi- 
ness.a good many years as a lawyer and as an executive, never in all 
my experience have I ever heard of, read, or seen a resolution by a city 
council directing a city attorney to investigate the facts and to reason from 
those facts to a sound conclusion in the public interest. Apparently some 
public officials are not concerned about the facts, but are stalwart neverthe- 
less in their conclusions. 


““*A rate inquiry ought not to be an adversary proceeding, but should 
be a mutual and co-operative investigation of the facts, proceeding upon 
the theory that either too high or too low a rate is an injury both to the 
utility and to the public,’”

An effort is afoot’in certain quarters to make it appear that Atlanta already Is 
bonded as high as she ought to be bonded; that additional bonds would carry the city 
too dangerously near the seven per cent limit of the constitution; that some emer- 
gency might then arise which thé*city could not meet. 

This effort to defeat the pending bond issue, like numerous other efforts, will not 


bear analysis.

Atlanta’s gross bonded debt at the present time is $5,699,500. In the hands of the 
sinking fund commission are cash and securities amounting to $2,220,000, leaving a net 


bonded debt of $3,479,500. 


Atlanta’s taxable values in 1920 were $233,381,896. 


The argument thus advanced is not supported by the facts. 


It becomes, 


Applied to these values, the 


constitutional bonding limit of seven per cent for Georgia municipalities produces a 
bonding capacity, for Atlanta, of $16,336,732. 

With an existing net debt of $3,479,500, and a proposed new bond issue of $8,850,- 
000, Atlanta’s total indebtedness when the bonds are passed will be $12,329,500. This 


amount subtracted from the city’s present bonding capacity 


$4,007,232. 


leaves a margin of 


That is to say, Atlanta can issue the bonds now proposed, amounting to $8,850,000, 
and add this debt to the existing debt, and still have a margin of unused credit 


amounting to $4,007,232. 


But Atlanta’s taxable values for 1921 are certain to increase. 
they will go to $255,000,000 this year. 


The estimate is that 


This will give Atlanta a bonding capacity of 


$17,850,000. The existing debt and the proposed debt, when added together and sub- 
tracted from this bonding capacity, would therefgre leave an unused margin of. $5,520,- 
500 by the time the proposed bonds have been put upon the market. 

It is perfectly clear, ‘therefore, that Atlanta is* not, as certain opponénte of the 


pending bond issue try to make it appear, already bonded as high as she ought to be 
bonded; and is not dangerously near the seven per cent limit of the constitution. 


In 


point of fact, the seven per cent limit on bond issues by the city of Atlanta has been 
removed from the constitution of Georgia, and the legislature can authorize the city to 


go still higher by a vote of the people; but that is another story. 


For the purpose of 


the present article, we are assuming that the seven per cent limit still applies to At- 
lanta municipal bonds. In other words, we prefer to lean to the side of extreme con- 


servatism.

Not only is Atlanta, as above demonstrated, not anywhere near her bonding capac- 
ity at the present time, but, on the contrary, she is carrying unused an enormous vol- 
ume of wasted credit, while her schools go to rack, her waterworks system carries an 
overload which threatens to tear the machinery to pieces, her health is: }mperiled 
by three thousand surface closets and seventeen sewer outfalis in populous ‘neighbor- 
hoods, and her traffic is congested for the lack of adequate thoroughfares. 

Not only will Atlanta not overbon herself by issuing the bonds as now proposed, 
but, on the contrary, she will have a bonding margin still unused, to meet contingencies 
arising in the future, of $5,520,500, and this unused margin will constantly increase as 


taxable values increase.

And more than all this, Atjanta’s bonded debt on a per capita basis at the present 
time ig among the lowest in the country. While other cities have per capita: bonded 
debts running all the way from $50 up to $165, Atlanta’s per capita bonded debt, at 


the present time, is only $28.

They 
expect to go directly to a hotel, to 
ramain ‘unti] the inauguration cer- 
emonies which begin on the follow- 
ing day. On the way Mr. Harding 
intends to make no speeches’ to 
crowds that may come out to greet 
him. 

Contrary to expectations, the 
president-elect began his trip to 
Washington with one cabinet se- 
lection still to be definitely an- 
nounced. Yesterday he indicated 
that the remaining vacancy in his 
official family, the secretaryship of 
labor, would be closed finally be- 
fore tonight. There was no author- 
{tative explanation for the change 
in plan, but the impression gained 
ground that important develop- 
ments had intervened.

The monument was pur- 
chased by the people of Marion and 
was presented by Dr. Thomas . 
McAfee, pastor of Trinity Baptist 
church here, in a speech praising 
the part the coming chief executive 
and his wife had played in_ the 
homely areas of their community.

FEDERAL RESERVE 
| BOARD MONTHLY 
BUSINESS REVIEW 


Washington, March 2.—The vol- 
ume of America’s foreign trade last 
year was distinctly less than in 
1919 despite the establishment of 
a new high record in values for 
both exports and imports, accord- 
ing to the February review of bus- 
iness and financial conditions is- 
sued tonight by the federal reserve 
board. 


The volume of exports of 29 prin- 


cipal commodities declines about 9 
per cént in 1920 while the volume 
of imports of 25 principal commod- 
ities increased only 4 per cent. The 
year of 1920, the board declared, 
saw a tendency toward a more bal- 
anced condition of the country’s in- 
ternational trade indicated by the 
decided reduction in the’ excess of 
exports over imporés as compared 
wit. an excess of exports of a lit- 
tle over $4,000,000,000 in 1919. 

“Only fhrourh imports that we 

receive,” the board added, “is it pos- 
sible for foreign countries to pay 
us the very large balance now out- 
standine. For this reason, a 
steady declings in imports ttt 
have been reported from month to* 
month since June, 1920, when im- 
ports were at their peak, are not 
so encouraging.” 
* Business and industry during 
February, the board asserted, con- 
tinued in a transitional and unsta- 
ble’ condition. The movement to- 
wards better conditions, it was ad- 
ded, was not wholly sustained du- 
ring the early weeks of the month 
due to changes in the prices of 
basic. raw materiats. 

The employment situation In the 
basic industries has been somewhat 
improved, the board reported, but 
that improvement has been partial- 
ly offset by reduced employment in 
other lines. 

Although there are abundant in- 
dications that stocks of goods have 
been greatly reduced and that a 
large volume of potential buying 
is in sight, it has not yet become 
actual, the board said. Current 
purchasing has been chiefly for _im- 
mediate needs because of a feeling 
of uncertainty as to the future 
trend of prices.

CONTINUE PROBE 
OF FOREIGN LOANS 


Wasbkington, March 2.—The sen- 
ate judiciary committee was au- 
thorized in a resolution adopted to- 
night by the senate to continue 
during the coming recess of con- 
gress its investigation of loans by 
the United States to foreign coun- 
tries before and after the armistice.

RE-ESTABLISH COTTON 


NDUSTRY IN WES 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON, 

Washington, March 2.—The agri- 
cultural department announces that 
the cotton industry is being re-es- 
tablished in the irrigated valleys of 
Arizona and California by the de- 
partment with varieties better suit- 
ed to soil and climate*than those 
favored by farmers when the Pusi- 
ness was young, Cotton was grown 
in the San Joaquin valley, in Cali- 
fornia, about fifty years ago, but 
the planters found it increasingly 
difficult to compete with the short 
staple cotton grown in the easiern 
cotton belt. The enterprise was 
abandoned when it Decame appar- 
ent that labor and Aransportation 
facilities were difficult to maintain. 

New cultural methods are being 
used, and long staple cotton instead 
of the old short staple varieties gs 
being planted with great success. A 
standardized strain of Egyptian 
long staple cotton has been devel 
oped which is adapted to the soi} 
and climatic conditions in these ir- 
rigated valleys. 

Choice of Varieties. 


In districts where cotton is com- 
paratively a new crop the choice of 
Comparisons 
made by the department of-agricul- 
ture for the last six years show 
the pima variety of Egyptian cot- 
ton well suited to the greater part 
of the San Joaquin valley, includ- 
ing Kern county northward to Fres- 
no and Madera counties. Pima is 
a doubtful crop north of Madera 
county, but here it may be replaced 
by Durango and other varieties of 
uPland cotton. 

These latter varieties may be 
planted as far north as Turlock, in 
Stanislaus county. Pima is a supe- 
rior type, and there is little need 
for considering any other varietv 
in the districts where that may be 


grgwn.
